The announcement that the noted Montana Hall Herd is to be dispersed 
will be received by the breeders of America with a mixed feeling of regret 
and elation . . . regret that such a grand collection is to be scattered and 
elation that such royally bred cattle are to be exposed for sale. A change in 
the location of Mr. Hewitt's business will take this family away from Mon- 
tana Hall and Mrs. Hewitt has decided to completely disperse her fine herd. 


The dispersal has been planned hurriedly and the cattle are to be sold 
without special fitting. However, those who have visited the farm recently 
will bear out my statement that all of the brood cows are in grand pasture 
flesh, all of the younger animals have been well developed, and the entire 
‘herd is in a high state of efficiency. 


This herd was founded through the purchase of top individuals from 
- the greatest herds in America without regard to price. Those who study 
the catalog will immediately recognize that the most noted sires in America 
are represented, In order that Polled Shorthorns might have the improving 
influence of the leading sires of the horned branch of the breed, a few royally 
bred Shorthorn cows were included in the foundation. Coronet Command x 
has proved a great sire. He is now in the prime of his life and the eyes of 
the entire industry will be focused on the herd of his new owner. 


From the very outset, every possible precaution has been taken to 
safeguard the health and efficiency of each individual, A rigid culling pro- 
gram has been followed and animals with the slightest fault have been 
eliminated. Special emphasis has been placed on docility and none have 
been retained that displayed any signs of nervousness. 


The owner wishes is to be known that a few calves were lost in the 
summer of 1945 from an undetermined cause. The entire herd was put to 
an immediate test and all were clean. Subsequent tests have also been 
clean. The trouble was quickly corrected and more than thirty cows sell 
in this sale with calves at side, many others being close to calving. 


The footnotes in this catalog are frank and not in the least overdrawn. 
Where an animal has a fault, this fact is revealed. All cows in the sale 
with the exception of two are very liberal milkers and the two that are lack- 
ing in this respect are named. The pictures of sale animals taken recently 
at the farm are entirely unretouched.
